G.S.R. 113. — In pursuance of rule 24 of the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules. 1969, Central 
Government in the Department of Personnel in the 
Cabinet Secretariat hereby makes the following re- 
gulations, namely: — 

THE CENTRAL SECRETARIAT STENOGRAPHERS’ 

SERVICE (GRADE III— SPECIAL COMPETITIVE 
EXAMINATION) REGULATIONS, 1971. 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These re- 
gulations may be called the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers Service (Grade III — Special Competitive Ex- 
amination) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. (1) In these regulations, unless the 
context otherwise requires: — 

(a) “available vacancies” means the vacancies in 
Grade III of the Service which are decided 
to be filled on the results of an examination; 


(b) “examination” means a competitive examin- 
ation held by the Institute for direct recruit- 
ment to Grade III of the Service in accordance 
with these regulations; 


(c) “ex-serviceman” means a person, who has 
served in any rank (whether as a combatant 
or not) in the Armed Forces of the Union for 
a continuous period of not less than six months 
and who has been released otherwise than by 
way of dismissal or discharge on account of 
misconduct or inefficiency, or has been trans- 
ferred to the reserve pending such release, or 
has to serve for not more than six months for 
completing the period of service requisite for 
becoming entitled to be released or transferred 
to the reserve as aforesaid. 


(d) “Institute” means the Institute of Secretariat 
Training and Management in the Department 
of Personnel in the Cabinet Secretariat. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of this clause, 
‘‘Armed Forces of the Union” means the Naval. 
Military or Air Forces of the Union and in- 
cludes 1 , (he Armed Forces of the former Indian 
States. 
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fe) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes" 
shall have the meanings assigned to them by 
clauses (21) and (25) respectively of article 
3(15 of the Constitution ot India. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these 
regulations and not defined herein shall have the mean- 
ings respectively assigned to them in the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers Service Rules, 1969. 

3. Holding of the examination. — (1) The examination 
shall be conducted by the Institute in the manner noti- 
fied from time to time by the Central Government in 
the Department uf Personnel In the Cabinet Secretariat. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination shall be held shall be fixed by the In- 
stitute. 

4. Conditions of eligibility. — In order to be eligible 
to compete at the examination, a candidate ipyst satisfy 
the following conditions, namely — 

(1) Nationality —(a) He must be a citizen of India, 
Or 

(b) He must belong to such categories of persons 
as may, from time to time, be notified In this 
behalf by the Central Government in the De- 
partment of Personnel in the Cabinet 
Secretariat. 

(if) Age, — He must have attained the age q 1 18 
years and must not have attained the age of 
24 years, on the first day of January of the 
year in which the examination is held: 

Provided that the upper age limit mav be relaxed 
in the case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accord 
nnce with the orders issued by the Central 
Government in the Department of Personnel 
in the Cabinet Secretariat from time to time. 

(lii) Educational qualifications. — He must have pass- 
ed the Matriculation Examination of a Board 
or University established or incorporated by or 
under a Central Act, a Provincial Act or a 
State Act, or otherwise possess any qualifica- 
tion recognised by the Central Government as 
equivalent thereto: 

Provided that in exceptional cases, a candidate 
who, though not possessing any of the quali- 
fications specified in this clausa mav be treated 
by the Central Government as qualified if he 
has passed such examinations conducted by 
any other institution as are in the opinion of 
the Central Government of a standard suffi- 
cient to justify his admission to the examin- 
ation. 

(iv) Attempts at the examination. — Unless covered 
by any of the exceptions notified from time to 
time by the Central Government in the De- 
partment of Personnel in the Cabinet Secre- 
tariat in this behalf, he should not already 
have competed more than once at the ex- 
aminations held after 1st January, 1972. 

(v) Fees. — Subject to such exemptions or conces- 
sions or both as may be notified from time to 
time in this behalf by the Central. Government 
tn the Department of Personnel In the Cabinet 
Secretariat, he shall pay the foes specified by 
the Institute. 

5. Canvassing of candidature. Any attempt on the 
part of a candidate to obtain support for his candidature 
by any means, may be held by the Institute to be a 
conduct w'taich would disqualify him for admission to 
the examination. 


6. Decision as to eligibility. — The decision of the In- 
stitute as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
for admission to the examination shall be final and 
no candidate to whom a certificate of admission has 
not been issued by the Institute shall be admitted to 
the examination. 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates w r ho are 
considered by the Institute to be suitable for appoint- 
ment on the results of the examination shall be 
arranged in the order of merit and subject to the pro- 
visions of clauses (a) and (b) of sub-regulation (5) of 
regulation 8, they shall be recommended for appointment 
in that order upto the number of appointments decided 
to be made. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the 
results of the examination to individual candidates 
shall be decided by the Institute in their discretion 
and the Institute shall not enter into any correspondence 
with the individual candidates regarding the results. 

8. Appointments. — (l ) Success in the examination 
shall confer no right to appointment in Grade III of 
the Service unless the Central Government is satisfied 
after such inquiry as may be considered necessary, 
that the candidate Is suitable in all respects for appoint- 
ment to the public service. 

(2) No candidate shall be appointed to Grade III of 
the Service unless he Is, after such medical examin- 
ation as the Central Government may prescribe, found 
to be free from tiny mental or physical defect which 
is likely to interfere with the discharge of the duties 
of the Service. 

(3) No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the Service: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other ground!; for 
so doing exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

(4) Save as provided in sub-regulation (5), appoint- 
ments to Grade III of the Service on the results of any 
Examination shall he made to the extent of the avail- 
able vacancies, in the order of merit of the candidates 
recommended by the Institute for appointment, sub- 
ject to the reservations for the candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, and 
for the ex-Servicemen in accordance with the orders 
issued from time to time by the Central Government 
in the Department of Personnel in the Cabinet Secre- 
tariat in this behalf. 

(5) (a) Candidates belonging to any of the Schedul- 
ed Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the 
basis of the general standard, be recommended by the 
Institute by a relaxed standard to make up the de- 
ficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of 
these candidates for selection to the Service, irrespec- 
tive of their ranks in the order of merit at the ex- 
amination. 

(b) Ex-servicemen who are considered by the In- 
stitute to be suitable for appointment on the results 
of the examination shall be eligible to be appointed 
to the vacancies reserved for them irrespective oi their 
ranks in the order of merit at the examination: 

Provided that ex-servicemen belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the 
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extent the number ot vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be 
tilled on the basis of the general standard, bo recom- 
mended by the Institute by a relaxed standard to make 
up the deficiency in the quota reserved for them out 
of the quola of vacancies reserved for ex-servicemen, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for selection 
to the Service irrespective ot their ranks in the order 
of merit at the examination: 

Provided turther that in any one recruitment year, 
the total numbej- of vacancies reserved for ex-service- 
men, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes taken to- 
gether shall not exceed 50 per cent, of the vacancies 
to be filled in that year. 

0. Penalty for impersonation or other miscunduct. — 

A candidate who is or has been declared by the In- 
stitute guilty of impersonation or of submitting 
labricated documents, or documents which have been 
tampered with, or of making statements which are in- 
correct or false, or of supressing material information 
or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or im- 
proper means for obtaining admission to the examin- 
ation, or of using or attempting to use unfair means 
in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the ex- 
amination hall, may, In addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal presecution, 

(aj be debarred permanently or for a specified 
period— 

(ij by the Institute, from admission to any ex- 
amination or appearance at any interview held 
by the Institute for selection of candidates; 
and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under Government; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules If he is already in service under Govern- 
ment.
